deads  guilty 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Mark  David  Chapman, 
saying  he  was  heeding  orders  from  God,  pleaded 
guilty  Monday  to  the  murder  of  former  Beatle 
John  Lennon  and  cut  off  a  trial  that  could  have 
revealed  his  reasons  for  pumping  four  bullets  into 
one  of  the  greatest  stars  of  modem  music. 

Acting  Justice  Dennis  Edwards  accepted  the 
plea  which  was  made  moments  before  jury  selec¬ 
tion  for  the  murder  trial  was  to  begin  in  the 
state’s  Supreme  Court  in  Manhattan.  Edwards 
set  the  date  of  Aug.  24  for  sentencing. 

Lawyers  said  Edwards  promised  that  Chap¬ 
man  would  receive  at  least  20  years  in  prison.  But 
the  26-year-old  former  mental  patient  must  first 
undergo  a  psychiatric  exam,  and  if  found  insane, 


the  plea  could  be  thrown  out  and  Chapman  sent 
to  a  mental  institution. 

Chapman  pleaded  guilty  to  second-degree 
murder,  the  highest  charge  for  offenses  not  in¬ 
volving  slayings  of  law  officers.  The  charge 
carries  a  penalty  ranging  from  15  years  to  life  to 
25  years  to  life. 

Chapman,  who  originally  pleaded  innocent  by 
reason  of  insanity,  changed  his  plea  against  the 
advice  of  his  lawyer,  Jonathan  Marks. 

“Chapman’s  decision  to  plead  guilty  was  his 
own  decision,”  Marks  told  the  crowded  court. 
“He  made  it  principally  on  the  grounds  that  on 
June  8th  and  June  10th  God  told  Chapman  to 
plead  guilty. 


“When  God  told  Chapman  to  plead  guilty,  the 
decision  was  essentially  made  and  I  was  removed 
from  the  decision-making  process,”  said  Marks. 

Assistant  District  Attorney  Allen  Sullivan  said 
that  the  defendant  told  him  shortly  before  the 
pleas  change  was  announced  that  Chapman  had 
decided  to  kill  Lennon  because  he  sought  fame 
and  he  wanted  to  be  noticed. 

Chapman  said  he  chose  hollow-pointed  bullets 
for  his  .38-caliber  pistol  because  “he  wanted  to 
make  sure  he  would  kill  John  Lennon  when  he 
shot  him,”  said  Sullivan. 

Discussion  on  the  change  of  plea  occurred 
before  reporters  and  spectators  were  allowed  to 
enter  the  tightly  guarded  courtroom.

created  when  Justice  William  H.  Rehnquist,  a 
Justice  Department  lawyer  at  the  time  of  the 
alleged  violations,  disqualified  himself. 

Such  tie  votes  handed  down  without  full  opi¬ 
nions  carry  virtually  no  impact  for  future  cases. 
Thus  the  expected  important  constitutional  rul¬ 
ing  —  whether  a  president  and  his  top  aides  can 
be  forced  to  pay  for  violating  citizens’  rights  — 
has  gone  unanswered  except  for  Halperin’s  case. 

Several  other  such  lawsuits  against  Nixon  and 
his  aides  are  pending,  and  the  court  agreed  to 
study  one  of  them  in  still  another  attempt  to 
resolve  the  larger  ,  issue. 

The  justices  said  they  will  study  the  case  of 
government  whistle-blower  Ernest  Fitzgerald, 
who  claims  Nixon  should  have  to  pay  for  his  il¬ 
legal  firing  from  a  civil  service  job. 

Fitzgerald  sued  Nixon  for  $3.5  million  because 
in  1969  he  lost  his  job  as  a  cost  analyst  for  the  Air 
Force  after  telling  Congress  that  the  C-5A 
transport  plane  would  cost  $2  billion  more  than 
originally  estimated. 

He  was  reinstated  with  back  pay  in  1973  but 
since  has  claimed  the  Air  Force  refuses  to  give 
him  duties  equal  with  those  he  had  before  his  fir¬ 
ing. 

Rehnquist  apparently  will  participate  in  the 
Fitzgerald  case,  in  which  a  decision  is  not  expec¬ 
ted  until  sometime  next  year. 

The  court  will  likely  have  a  new  member  by 
then.  Justice  Potter  Stewart  is  to  retire  July  3.  It 
was  not  known  how  he  or  any  other  member  of 
the  court  voted  in  the  Halperin  case.

More’  than  1,600  Indochinese  refugees  reside  in  Utah 
County,  said  Myla  Dutton,  projects  coordinator  for  Moun- 
tainland  Community  Action  Agency. 

Although  most  of  the  refugees  who  come  to  the  United 
States  are  unfamiliar  with  the  language  and  customs  of  the 
country,  they  must  learn  to  make  it  their  home  and  begin  a 
new  life  here,  Miss  Dutton  said. 

Provo  Community  School  is  one  organization  that  offers  help 
to  refugees  of  all  ages  who  experience  adjustment  problems, 
said  Sue  Doughty,  ASBYU  Student  Community  Services  vice 
president. 


Three  nights  a  week,  courses  are  taught  at  Provo  High 
School  emphasizing  survival  skills  and  English  for  the 
refugees,  said  Else  Bauer,  English  as  a  second  language  direc¬ 
tor  for  Provo  Community  School. 

“The  first  priority  of  ESL  education  for  the  refugees  is  to 
teach  basic  concepts  of  life  necessary  for  their  survival,” 

It  is  not  that  the  refugees  are  uneducated,  it  is  just  that  they 
have  had  a  completely  different  experience  in  life,  she  ex¬ 
plained. 

She  said  that  the  English  classes  concentrate  on  speaking 
skills  rather  than  grammar.  “Although  the  basic  fundamentals 
are  taught,  we  don’t  concentrate  as  much  on  what  is  a  verb  and 
what  is  a  noun.  We  are  teaching  the  refugees  actual  phrases  to_ 
help  them  communicate  in  their  various  day-to-day  situa-' 
tions,”  she  said. 

“They  are  here  to  stay,  so  this  is  not  just  a  school  to  help 
them  pass  an  English  test,”  said  Sandy  Smith,  an  ESL 
instructor.

Williams,  who  offered  no  resistance  when  arrested  at  his 
home  Sunday,  remained  in  an  isolation  cell  at  the  Fulton 
County  jail.  District  Attorney  Lewis  Slaton  said  jailers  were 
taking  special  care  to  protect  him. 

Meanwhile,  authorities  executing  a  search  warrant  late 
Monday  afternoon  spent  four  hours  in  the  home  where 
Williams  lived  with  his  parents  and  removed  several  bags  of 
material,  said  one  of  the  police  officers  directing  traffic  in 
front  of  the  home. 

Williams  had  been  under  intense  surveillance  since  June 
3,  when  he  was  questioned  in  connection  with  the  slayings. 


He  was  released  when  authorities  said  they  had  insufficient 
evidence  to  make  an  arrest. 

Sources  close  to  the  investigation  told  The  Associated 
Press  that  fear  Williams  would  elude  authorities  was  a 
prime  element  in  the  timing  of  the  arrest. 

Public  Safety  Commissioner  Lee  Brown,  who  oversees  the 
special  police  task  force  investigating  the  slayings,  said 
Monday  the  unit  “has  been  doing  everything  that  is 
humanly  possible”  to  investigate  the  27  other  slayings. 

He  refused  to  comment 1  on  whether  Williams  was  a 
suspect  in  any  of  those  cases.  Sources  close  to  the  investiga¬ 
tion  have  said  fibers  taken  from  Williams’s  car  and  home  in 
a  search  June  3  are  similar  to  those  found  on  several  victims. 

A  highly  placed  investigator,  who  requested  anonymity, 
said  the  decision  to  arrest  Williams  on  Sunday  afternoon 
was  based  in  part  on  a  drive  he  took  Saturday  night. 

Williams  left  his  home  Saturday  night  and  drove  to  the 
homes  of  Brown  and  Atlanta  Mayor  Maynard  Jackson,  said 
the  investigator.  This  was  the  second  time  in  two  weeks 
Williams  had  led  officers  to  Brown’s  home. 

Williams,  described  as  highly  intelligent  by  friends  and 
associates,  was  stopped  in  the  early  morning  hours  May  22 
by  authorities  staking  out  a  bridge  over  the  Chattahoochee 
River.

Rate  hike  proposed 
to  cover  postal  loss

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Citing 
losses  of  up  to  $500  million  at 
current  mail  rates,  the  Postal  Ser¬ 
vice  Monday  made  its  third  request 
for  permission  to  charge  20  cents  for 
mailing  a  first-class  letter. 

New  financial  figures  presented 
at  a  special  meeting  of  the  mail 
agency’s  governing  board  showed 
the  higher-than-expected  deficit, 
which  it  blamed  on  the  Postal  Rate 
Commission’s  two  refusals  to  allow 
a  20-cent  rate. 


Board  member  William  J.  Sul¬ 
livan,  looking  at  the  mail  agency’s 
financial  results  since  it  increased 
the  rate  from  15  to  18  cents  on 
March  22,  commented,  “We’re  do¬ 
ing  worse  than  when  we  had  a  15- 
cent  stamp.” 

One  alternative  the  board  had 
was  to  try  to  bypass  the  commission 
and  put  the  20-cent  rate  into  effect 
on  its  own,  which  would  have  re¬ 
quired  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
nine-member  board. 

The  board  issued  a  terse  state¬ 


ment  saying  it  had  ordered  a  cost 
reduction  of  $200  million  in  building 
during  the  next  fiscal  year,  or  more 
than  half  of  what  it  planned  to 
spend.  This  cut  is  part  of  an  “overall 
cost  reduction  program,”  the  state¬ 
ment  by  board  Chairman  Robert  L. 
Hardesty  said. 

Hardesty  also  said  the  board  is 
asking  the  rate  commission  to 
reconsider  its  position. 

“Again  and  again,  we  have  ex¬ 
amined  the  figures,  and  again  and 
again  those  figures  show  that  .we 
were  in  serious  financial  trouble 
almost  as  soon  as  the  new  rates  went 
into  effect,”  Hardesty  said. 

“If  the  Postal  Rate  Commission  is 
going  to  close  its  eyes  to  the  service’s 
financial  plight,  we  certainly  are 
not,”  he  said. 

The  commission  is  a  separate 
agency  that  holds  hearings  and 
decides  on  Postal  Service  requests 
for  higher  postal  charges.  The  small

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  — 
Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini  dis¬ 
missed  Iranian  President 
Abolhassan  Bani-Sadr  from  office 
Monday  and  then  appealed  to  the 
fugitive  ex-chief  of  state  to  return  to 
the  Islamic  revolutionary  fold' as  a 
“writer  and  thinker,”  Tehran  radio 
reported. 

The  conciliatory  move  by  the  81- 
year-old  supreme  leader  appeared 
aimed  at  extracting  the  ousted 
president  from  an  underground 
alliance  with  leftist  and  opposition 
activists  at  home  and  at  stopping 
him  from  linking  up  with  exiled 
monarchy  supporters  abroad. 

A  sizable  portion  of  Khomeini’s 
one-hour  pre-recorded  broadcasted 
speech  was  addressed  directly  to  the 
47-year-old  Bani-Sadr,  who  has 
been  reported  moving  from  one 
hideout  to  another  in  Tehran  since 


the  final  move  to  impeach  him  was 
mounted  in  Parliament  a  week  ago. 

“I  did  not  want  what  happened 
today  to  happen,”  Khomeini  said  of 
his  dismissal  of  Bani-Sadr  following 
an  overwhelming  vote  by  Parlia¬ 
ment  on  Sunda\V\vhich  proclaimed 
Bani-Sadr  'incompetent  to  stay  in 
office. 

The  Tehran  prosecutor’s  office 
said  25  people  have  been  executed 
since  Saturday’s  street  clashes  in 
the  capital  which  pitted  Bani- 
Sadr's  supporters  against  Islamic 
fundamentalists. 

The  Ayatollah  appeared  to  offer 
to  stop  legal  proceedings  against 
Bani-Sadr  when  he  said,  “There  is 
always  room  for  repentance.  Repent 
and  take  a  step  toward  God  and  God 
will  accept  your  return.  Your  honor 
will  return  to  you  and  so  will  your 
dignity.” 


The  radio  said  Begin 
told  legislators  about 
the  diversion  during  a 
closed-door  meeting  of 
Parliament’s  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Security 
Committee  in  a  survey 
of  two  foreign  policy 
issues:  The  dispute  over 
Syrian  anti-aircraft 
missiles  in  Lebanon 
and  the  widespread  in¬ 
ternational  condemna¬ 
tion  of  Israel’s  June  7 
air  raid  on  Iraq’s 
nuclear  facilities.

Many  students  think  BYU  has  a 
new  dress  code.  But  the  standard  is 
the  same;  it  has  just  been  redefined, 
said  R.  Michael  Whitaker,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Office  of  University 
Standards. 

“There  is  not  really  a  new  stan¬ 
dard,  just  a  different  interpreta¬ 
tion,”  said  Whitaker. 

“Jeans  are  now  looked  upon  as 
slacks,  and  are  not  in  violation  of 
standards,”  he  said.  However,  pants 
which  are  grubby  are  not  allowed. 
He  also  said  men’s  hair  can  now 
brush  the  top  of  the  ear,  instead  of 
being  completely  off  the  ear. 

Whitaker  said  a  precise  definition 
of  the  standards  was  needed  so  there 
would  not  be  any  questions  about 
the  dress  code. 

“Basically,  the  students  have  ac¬ 
cepted  the  code  well,”  Whitaker 
said.  “Our  students  look  good. 

“There  are  certain  official 
checkpoints  around  campus  that 
are  used  to  watch  students.

A  silent  referral  means  that 
without  confronting  a  student,  his 
name  is  taken  and  then  reported  to 
standards,  Whitaker  said.  The  stu¬ 
dent  is  asked  to  talk  with  a  coun¬ 
selor,  and  the  problem  is  discussed. 

“We  have  been  very  pleased  with 
the  attitude  of  students  who  have 
been  called  in,”  said  Whitaker.

They  have 
already  taken  care  of  their 
problems,  whatever  each  one’s  case 
may  be.” 

There  have  still  been  a  few 
problems  with  thongs  being  worn  by 
males  and  females  and  shorts  being 
worn  outside  of  athletic  areas,  he 
said. 

However,  the  big  test  of  new  stan¬ 
dards  will  come  in  the  fall,  said 
Whitaker.

Brazil  trip  nets  £ 
soccer  recruits

The  BYU  soccer  team 
isn’t  known  as  “The 
Boys  From  Brazil”  just 
yet,  but  all  that  may 
change  as  a  result  of 
BYU  soccer  coach  Savji 
“Jim”  Dusara’s  visit  to 
the  South  American 
country  last  month. 

Dusara  not  only  lear¬ 
ned  a  lot  from  the 
Brazilians  about  train¬ 
ing  and  commitment  to 
the  game,  he  also 
recruited  three  top 
Brazilian  amateurs 
while  he  was  there. 
Forwards  Lacerda 
Gome  Jorge  Luiz,  a 
member  of  Brazil’s 
junior  national  team, 
Musa  Jose  Aristabulo 
and  midfielder  Jose 
Herrique  Dalanhese  all 
have  made  commit¬ 
ments  to  play  for  BYU 
and  are  either  already 
here  or  on  the  way. 

Combine  those 
players  with  the  three 
Brazilians  Dusara 
already  has  playing  for 
him  —  forward  Renato 
Domaredsky  and  mid¬ 
fielders  Edvaldo  Gomes 
and  Fernando  Muniz  — 
and  the  team  could  be 
calling  both  Sao  Paulo 
and  Provo  home. 

Dusara  spent  his 
time  in  Brazil  observ¬ 
ing  how  the  Brazilians 
trained  and  played.  A 
,  number  of  things  im¬ 
pressed  him  —  things 
he’ll  incorporate  in  the 
BYU  program. 

“I  plan  to  blend  the 
Brazilian  style  of  ball 
control  and  short  passes 
with  the  American  run¬ 
ning  game,”  Dusara 
said. 

“I  was  amused  with 
the  way  6-year-old  kids 
juggled  the  ball  like  it 


was  their  friend.  I  was 
impressed  with  the  way 
the  Brazilian  kids 
played  soccer  every¬ 
where  — on  the  beach, 
tennis  and  basketball 
courts,  and  even  in  the 
streets.  It’s  a  way  of  life 
for  Brazilian  kids,”  he 
says. 

Dusara  also  dis¬ 
covered  how  Brazilians 
learn  to  kick  the  ball 
the  right  way  —  they 
practice  barefoot. 
Dusara  intends  to  have 
his  camps  and  teams 
practice  that  very  same 
way. 

“Kicking  barefoot 
gives  players  a  better 
feel  for  the  ball.  It  in¬ 
creases  the  sensitivity 
of  the  foot  and  makes 
the  foot  almost  like  an 
extension  of  the  body. 
Most  soccer  players 
here  play  in  shoes. 
When  they  kick  with 
the  wrong  part  of  the 
foot,  it  doesn’t  hurt. 

“When  a  player  kicks 
barefoot  with  his  front 
toe  and  not  with  his  in¬ 
step,  it’s  going  to  hurt. 
He’s  going  to  quit  doing 
it,”  Dusara  said. 

BYU  soccer  is  still  a 
long  way  from  enjoying 
the  popularity  soccer 
has  in  Brazil,  Dusara 
said.  There,  soccer  is 
played  in  230,000-seat 
stadiums.  It’s  the  most 
popular  sport.  In  Amer¬ 
ica,  it’s  going  to  take 
time  and  effort  to  get 
fans  used  to  more  than 
football,  basketball  and 
baseball,  he  said. 

Part  of  it  is  because 
of  the  academic  envi¬ 
ronment  at  BYU  which 
hurts  those  students 
who  are  just  learning 
English,  Dusara  said. 
Another  thing  that 
doesn’t  help  is  that  the 


soccer  team  still  doesn’t 
have  it's  first  full 
scholarship.  Finally, 
even  though  Dusara  is  a 
full-time  coach,  he’s 
just  a  part-time  faculty 
member. 

Still,  if  Dusara  has 
his  way,  BYU  will  turn 
into  a  national  power. 

“By  1984,  I  figure  to 
be  in  the  NCAA 
championship  game,” 
Dusara  said.  “With  the 
quality  of  players  we’re 
getting  to  come  here,  we 
really  aren’t  that  far 
away.”

Provo  woman  swindled; 
$9,000  in  life  savings  lost

Provo  City  Police  are  looking  for  two  men  in¬ 
volved  in  the  defrauding  of  an  elderly  Provo 
woman,  who  lost  more  than  $9,000  of  her  life  sav¬ 
ings. 

The  victim,  whose  name  is  being  withheld  for 
security  purposes,  received  a  call  June  16  from  “a 
man  who  said  he  was  an  employee  of  a  bank  and 
it  was  extremely  important  that  she  help  with  an 
investigation  of  an- employee  suspected  of  theft,” 
said  Don  A.  Messick,  investigating  Provo  City 
Police  officer. 

The  woman  was  told  that  $4,000  was  put  into 
her  account  by  use  of  a  computer,  and  then  it  was 
taken  back  out  immediately,  Messick  said.  She 
was  also  told  the  $4,000  was  from  her  saving  cer¬ 
tificates. 

The  victim,  according  to  Messick,  was  asked 
over  the  phone  to  go  to  the  bank  and  draw  out 
$4,000  in  cash  and  bring  it  to  the  caller  in  a 
designated  parking  lot. 

‘The  victim  went  to  her  bank  and  cashed  a

Theodore  Allen 
Smith,  22,  pleaded 
guilty  in  4th  District 
Court  to  a  manslaugh¬ 
ter  charge,  a  second-de¬ 
gree  felony.  He  was 
charged  with  the  death 
of  his  daughter,  Angel, 
in  February. 

Smith  requested  that 
Judge  George  E.  Ballif 
allow  him  to  serve  his 
sentence  in  the  Utah 
County  Jail,  rather 
than  the  Utah  State 
Prison. 

“I  feel  that  I  have 
paid  enough  for  this 
crime  with  the  pain  and 
guilt  of  losing  my  only 
daughter,”  Smith  told

Then,  a  man  approached  and  asked  her  name, 
Messick  said.  The  man  indicated  he  was  “a 
security  officer  and  had  a  number  of  487  assigned 
as  a  badge  number.” 

The  woman  had  been  told  this  number  over  the 
phone  earlier,  he  added. 

The  victim,  Messick  said,  gave  the  man  the 
money  and  was  told  to  go  straight  home,  which 
she  did.  The  man,  the  first  of  two  suspects  in  the 
case,  then  went  into  a  nearby  store. 

Messick  said  the  victim  received  a  second  call 
and  was  asked  if  she  had  any  other  accounts.  She 
stated  yes,  and  gave  the  names  of  the  two  other 
savings  associations. 

The  man  told  the  victim  a  teller  at  one  of  the 
savings  associations  might  be  involved  as  well. 

“The  victim  was  asked  to  withdraw  $5,500  in 
cash.  She  drew  the  money  out  but  was  given  a 
check  for  that  amount.  She  then  went  to  a  bank 
where  she  cashed  the  check,”  Messick  said. 

The  victim  returned  to  the  parking  lot  where  a 
different  man,  the  second  suspect,  approached 
her  and  again  asked  her  name.  The  woman  gave 
her  name  and  handed  the  money  to  the  man,  who 
“took  the  money  and  told  the  victim  to  go  home. 
The  victim  then  saw  the  second  man  go  back  into 
the  store,”  Messick  added. 

“The  victim  received  a  third  call.  This  time 
she  was  told  that  they  found  out  the  $4,000  was 
taken  out  of  her  $6,500  certificate.  She  was  told 
to  cash  the  certificate  and  take  the  $6,500  to  the 
north  door  on  the  west  side  of  the  store,”  Messick 
said. 

The  woman  was  told  if  no  one  showed  up 
within  10  minutes  to  go  home  and  wait.  At  the 
store,  no  one  came,  so  she  went  home  and  waited. 
“No  calls  were  ever  received,  so  on  June  17  she 
went  back  to  the  bank  and  told  the  manager 
what  had  happened.”  The  manager  called  the 
police,  Messick  said.

“Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark”  is  a  suspense  thriller 
that  definitely  won’t  disappoint  its  audiences. 

The  film  was  conceived  by  “Star  Wars”  creator 
George  Lucas.  He  said  he  was  inspired  to  write  it 
for  personal  reasons:  “I  just  want  to  see  this 
movie.” 

Lucas  also  said  “Raiders”  was  conceived  as  a 
serial;  and  work  has  already  begun  on  two  se¬ 
quels. 

Former  “Jaws”  director  Steven  Spielberg 
directed  the  film. 

Spielberg  opted  to  use  live  animals  in  his  film. 
In  the  “Well  of  the  Souls”  scene,  hq  used  more 
than  6,000  reptiles,  including  pythons,  cobras 
and  boa  constrictors.  In  the  “Temple  of  the 
Chachapoyon  Warriors”  scene,  he  used  50  taran¬ 
tulas. 

An  elusive  treasure,  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant, 
provokes  a  race  between  nations,  the  United 
States  and  Nazi  Germany.  According  to  biblical 
lore,  the  Ark  contains  the  broken  tablets  of  the 
Ten  Commandments. 

The  movie’s  main  character,  archaeologist  In¬ 
diana  Jones,  is  played  by  Harrison  Ford.  Ford 
describes  his  character  as  an  adventurer.  “He’s 
kind  of  a  swashbuckling  hero  type,  but  has 
human  frailties,  fears  and  money  problems.” 

Karen  Allen  plays  the  heroine,  Marion 
Ravenwood.  As  the  operator  of  a  Nepal  bar,  she 
talks  tough,  loves  hard,  punches  with  either  hand 
and  can  outdrink  any  man,  without  batting  an

“The 
filmmakers  were  very  careful  to  make  certain  all 
circumstances  in  the  film  were  believable,” 
producer  Frank  Marshall  said. 

“My  films  are  closer  to  amusement  park  rides 
than  to  a  play  or  a  novel.  You  get  in  line  for  a 
second  ride,”  Lucas  said. 

CLASH  OF  THE  TITANS 

“Clash  of  the  Titans”  is  more  like  a  ‘splash’  in 
the  pan  than  anything  else. 

“Clash”  deals  with  Greek  Mythology  —  the 
story  of  Perseus  (Harry  Hamlin)  and  Andromeda 
(Judi  Bowker).  It  tells  of  two  mortals  whose  lives, 
through  the  interference  of  the  gods  of  Olympus, 
become  adventure  stories. 

At  a  time  when  special  effects  in  cinematic  art 
have,  in  many  ways,  attained  the  same  degree  of 
sophistication  as  computer  technology,  the  ef¬ 
fects  in  “Clash”  seem  to  have  stood  still.  The 
movie’s  creatures  move  stiffly,  like  those  in  such 
older  movies  as  “The  Adventures  of  Sinbad  the 
Sailor.” 

Overall,  the  movie’s  acting  is  good,  though 
there  isn’t  much  opportunity  to  expand  and 
develop  the  story’s  characters  in  a  new  way. 

Burgess  Meredith,  who  plays  an  old  theatrical 
dramatist,  does  much  to  keep  the  story  from 
lagging.  His  relationship  with  Perseus  resembles 
that  of  Merlin  with  King  Arthur.  He  teaches  the 
young  Perseus,  not  by  sorcery,  but  by  words  of 
advice  and  wisdom. 

“Clash  of  the  Titans”  is  not  a  movie  for 
everyone.  However,  for  those  who  have  read, 
studied  and  enjoyed  Greek  mythology,  the  movie 
will  probably  be  enjoyable.
